cent 3f the tobacco crop of the 
Burley district under the new 
marketing plan proposed by the 
association. A contributing fac- 
tor in the success of the new or- 
ganization is the low price of to- 
bseoo last year and another is 
the tow price being paid on the 
South Carolina and North Caro- 
Ima markets this year. 

Heretofore the price of South- 
ern tobacco has been higher 

than that of burley. This year, 
according to official reports from 
North and South Carolina, pub- 
lished in ihe Western Tobacco 
Journal, of Cincinnati, and other 
trade papers. South Carolina to- 
bacco is averaging but a small 
fraction over 8 cents a pound and 
North GaroUna leaf but a little 
over 7 centa a pound, leas than a 
third the inriee paid fw tobacco 
in July last year. Theee facts 
have had a tendency to awaken 
the burley growers to the seri- 
ousness of tlie situation, since 
there is no reason apparent for 
believing that the manufactur- 
ers will run their business this 
year in a different way from 
previous years, and if that 
proves to be true, the price of 
burloF tobaeeo will not reoeh 
•fan hnt year's figore.

But do 
we intend to stay forever, or for, 
indeed, as much as twenty-five 
years, a quarter of a century, in 
the PhilippineeT That depends 
donbtlsBS OP the progress of the 
people. Oar nmterial interests 
calls for a raUnqniahment of this 
task, but, havii« heeeaM re- 
sponaihie for tha •deatfaiies of 
these people, we act properly in 
declining to turn them adrift 
while they are in a stage that 
makes them incapable of self- 
government.- Louisville Post.
